Lecture.

The Work Was Done In 
Collaboration With E. 
G. Young. 



Alt a w«ll-a/ttendcid m«atlng of this 
society held last week. Dr. Hardtni; 
g«i>'« «n «iddreM on "Thè Origin of 
Creatin." Some new ideas were pre 
senlod on this aubjoct oa a reaûCit of the 
w«rk of Mr. E. O. Young in collabora- 
tdion with Dr. Harding. 

Creatin, a substance of well-knOTvn 
chemical oonstlttiliion, occurs in aU 
mammiaHan muscle 'and In blood, but 
not in urine. U easily loses water to 
fom> the anhydride creatlnln. 
Créatlnln Is not found li^ muscle tissue 
or In 'blood, but Is a vory oonataut oon- 
•tituent of the uilne of mammals.' Its 
production is independent uf die: and 
its origin is traced to the aotlvlty of 
the cell— vhonce we say it is, endogenous 
In origin. i 

Creatin Is found in urine during cer-' 
tain diseases, during starvation, and 
also in younik animals. 

First considerations of the subject 
led to the Idea that creatin was also 
endogenous, ' but Investigation witli 
young pigs showed that the ui-lnc con- 
tent varied aa the protein diol. TJhls 
waS'Confirmed by Drs. Folin-«nd De^njs, 
wlio experimented' on children," Dfnl'i 
also obtained high creatin values) ffôm 
normal women.
